E it Enacted by the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty , by the Advice and with the conſent of the Lords and Commans Aſſembled * 
in Parliament: That for Maintenance and Pr tion of the Great Levell of the Fens, — ſelf into tbe Con 
ties ol Norfolk, Suffolk, Lincolne, Cambridge and Huntington, and the Iſle of Eh or ſome of them y and fot lay iag and 
levying of Taxes, and ſecuring the ſaid Levell from drowning — That all Taxes already made and Aſſeaſſed, or to be 
made or Aſſeaſſed onely the 95000. Acres given by one pretended Act of Parliament of the 2th. day of May 1649. unto 
William Earl of Bedford, . Edward Ruſſell Eſquire, Robert Henley Eſquire deceaſed, and Robert Caſtle Rſquire; their Heires 
and Aﬀgnes in Truſt for the ſaid Earl, his Participants and Adventurers for dreining of the ſaid Great Levell before the 29th. day 
of Mey next — by colour of or according to the intent of the ſaid pretended Act hall ſtand in force, and ſhall and may be col- 
lected and gathered; ſo as the ſaid Taxes to be hereafter ſer upon the ſaid 95000. Acres exceed not 3. s. the Acre: And that all Ar- 
rears of Rent already incurred upon or out of any part of the (aid 95000. Acres, or that ſhall incur and grow due before the ſaid 29th. 
day of May next coming, upon any Contract or Leaſe of the Premiſes, or any part or we thereof z ſhall be received and recover- 
ed, as if the (aid pretended Act had been a good and Effectual AR, And the Poſſeſſion of the 95000. Acres is ſetled and quieted, as the 
ſame now is, untill the ſaid 29th. day of May next, any thing to the contrary thereof, Notwithſtanding. Provided alwaies, And ic 
is further Enacted and Declared, that this Act nor any thing therein contained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend to 
preclude the Kings Majeſty, or any other Perſon or Perſons from and after the ſaid 29th, day of May 1661,. From any Right, 
Title, Claim or Intereſt, which His Majeſty, or any other Perſon or Perſons had, hath or may have, or pretend to, have to any 
t of the ſaid 95000, Acres mentioned in the ſaid pretended Act. But that all ſuch Right and Title ſhall be preſerved ta 
Majeſty, and to all ſuch other Perſons after the expiration of this AR, as fully as if this AR had not been made, or accor- 
ding to ſuch determination ag ſhall be thereof made by the Parliament before the ſaid 29th. day of Ay 1661, Provided alſo 
that this Act ſhant not be or made uſe of to Countenance or Confirm any Sales, Forfeiture or other Diſpoſitions, Con- 
. veyances or Eſtutes of Land made for not payment of Taxes and Aſſeſſaments or otherwiſe, or to make good any AR or Thing 
whatſoever, that hath been or ſhall be done ii purſuance er colour of the ſaid pretended AR, after the ſaid 29th.day of May 


1661. But that all. Perſons concerned, and all Things and Eſtates ſhall be, and remaine in the bei ao 4 ondition 


from and after the ſadngtb. of May, as if this Act had neyer been made. Provided alwaies, And be it by the Au- 
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
